Eloquence and Patriotism, 


In the following speech, delivered by Mr. Garde- 
nier, during the pendency of his motion for refer- 
ring the resolution concerning Wilkinson toa se- 
lect committee, with power to send for persons and 
papers, the reader will see new proof of his ta- 
lents and patriotism :— 


Mr. Gardenier said, he should conceal 
his feelings if he did not express his sur- 
prise that the motion which he had made, 
when this subject was before under consid- 


eration, had encountered so much opposi- 


tiott:s and he would confess himself some- 
what chagrined, that it had received no sup- 
port from any quarter of the house. He 
was reduced therefore to the necessity of 
stating the considerations, by which he 
was then induced to make the motion and 
by which he tvas now compelled to presist 
in it. 

The charge brought against gen. Wn- 
kinson, in whatever point of view it was 
taken, was calculated to fasten upon the 
attention of every member of that house, 
and to excite the utmost solicitude and 
anxiety of the American people. Wheth- 
er we consider (said he) ‘he efficer—no less 
a personage than the commander in chief 
of our army; or whether we consider by 
‘whom he has been hitherto protected und 
cherished—the executive of the United 
States ; or whether we consider the cffence 
with which-he is charged, being of all pos- 
sible offences the most execrable ; that of 
a soldier, a general, a commander in chie!, 
selling himself, and his army and his coun- 
try to a foreign and a hestile power, or 
whether we consider the ‘ime, when the en- 
quiry is urged—a time in which the des- 
tinies of the nation, its enslavement on the 
one hand, orits liberty, and its glory on the 
other, may depend not only upon the capa- 
city and the valor alone, but upon the fidel- 
ity of the commander in chief; when we 
consider, finally, ¢o whom the charge is sub- 
miltcd——the immediate representatives of 
the American people; the grand inquest 
of the nation ; that body whose most pecu- 
liar end most imperative duty itis to watch 
with unceasing vigilance,*in the language 
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of Roman. patriotism, ne guid respublica de- 


‘trime ati cafiat—in whatever light the sub- 


ject was considered, it demanded the exer- 
cise of all the wisdom, and all the patriot- 
ism, and all the purity, and he would add,

What was the offence charged ? Not an

A crime committed (if 
committed at all) in secretin its very na- 
ture secret.—Avoiding—shunning, with un- 
sleeping caution all observation. The per- 
petrator anxiously entreating his corrupt- 
ers that his name might never be cither 
written or so much as spoken by them. 
‘The nature of the crime therefore required 
the mode ofinquiry which he had propo- 
sed. No cther could give satisfaction to 
the American people. If General Wilkin- 
son (he said) can walk unhurt through the 
flames of such an ordeal, he deserves the 
eternal confidence of his country: if he 
cannot, the safety of the nation demands 
that he should perish in them. 

There seemed to be a disposition to pass 
lightly over this matter; to send the pa- 
pers to the President—Not a word was said 
of what the gentleman from Orleans could 
tell us—nor was the President to have a 
word of that ; it might go too much home ; 
it might be too convincing to be endured. 

He would ask the gentleman from Ten- 
nessee, (Mr. G. W. Campbell) why he 
would send these papers at oll? Why, but 
as evidence } Aad if ay evidence, why not 
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send all which it is in the power of the house 
to procure—if they sent any, why not send 
the whole? And if it was proper to send 
the whole, why was u€ not equally proper to 
take the necessary measires for obtaining 
the whole? Gentleman fell short of their 
mark. They committed tlhiemselves on | 
the principle, but fell short in the practice 
upon it. He was for throwing the utmost 
possible light upon this subject. He wish- 
ed not only to send these cocuments to the 
President but also all the other evidence in 
the reach of the house. 

The gendeman from Tennessee had said 
that the house had na more right to lay a 
request before the President in a case of 
this sort, than the President had to inter- 
fere with their deliberations. Hg cid. not 
know that the President had been freculianty 
fastidious on this point. The power of im-~ 
peachment was exclusively the preroga- 
tive of that house, and he well recollected 
that in the message of the President hints 
were given as to the ebject upon which 
that power should be exercised—hints too 
plain, too significant to be misunderstood. 
He did not now, mean to object to what the 
President had dme—he wished the house 
to practise towards him the same sort of 
civility—to be to him equally communica- 
tive of their wishes. It was perhaps the 
daty of the different Departments of the 


Government to advise. and counsel each | 


other. And for one he was willing to ad- 
vise the Executive, and if it were in his 
power, to furnish him with such evidence, 
as the most devoted friend of gen. Wilkin- 


son could not withstand. Whatever was 


done, he hoped would be done eBecpally. ; 
He hoped we should have no morte half way ' 
work—they had enough of that when on the 
subject of fortifications. 


The right of the hoase to give a.commit- 
tee power to send for persons and papers 
could not be doubted. It had been former- 
ly exercised in the case of a senator who 
was subsequently impeached. The only 
question then was whether this was an oc- 
casion, in which it was proper to exercise 
that power. Ifthe mode proposed was the 
only ove by which gen. Wilkinson could be 
convicted if guilty, or his innocence, if in- 
nocent, shewn to the nation, he hoped, he 
could not but expect, that both his friends — 
and his enemies would consent to it. 


For myself, (Mr. G.) I know but little-of 
gen. Wilkinson : nothing more than every 
body knows, who has been in the habit of 
reading the public papers. He has never | 
injured me nor mine—neither my friends 
nor connexions of any kind. J feel impar- 
tial—TI think I can passimpartially between 
him and the country. But I should feel 
myself deficient in the discharge of my du- 
ty, were I to urge such a course as will in 
the end leave the least room for doubt. 

If this enquiry should been gone into 
fairly and sincerely—if the house should 
manifest that independence which in a case 
so important, they ought to exercise, he 
would still have strong hopes of the salvation 
of the country. It is here (said he) in this 
house, that the country in the hour of dan- 
ger isto be saved, if it can be saved at all. 
It is here alone that corruption and venality 
can be arrested and exposed effectualiy.

cry out with unceasing sensibility at these 
violations of their rights : After alf this he 
avas disposed tosay that the officer could 
notthink himself treated harshly by an en- 
quiry into the particular charge hefore this 
house. Censultingthe constitation he found 
that the people were not contentwith the ori- 
ginal articles, batothers had been added af- 
terwards.particularly and carefullyproviding 
that no person should be deprived of life, lib- . 
erty or property, without due processoflaw 
-—a protection forwhich one would almost 
think no constitutional declaration necessary. 
This right—this inherent right, which had 
been so sedulously guarded, had been vio 
lated wantonly—without the slightest occa 
sion.—He wanted no evidence of this. It 
had not been done in a corner—but in the 
noon day, in the face of the whole Ameti- 
can people. After such conduct, it was as- 
tonishing the officer had been permitted to 
exist asa military commander. He was as+ 
tonished that the necessity of making the 
present enquiry should exist at ds day. 
He considered u1m who had permitted his 
continuance in office after such atrocities, 
as scarcely less culpable than the offender. 
When (he asked) was the cup of guilt to be 
full ? When was the wounded constitution 
of the country to reccive the healing balm? 
If the house was not to stand up in such a 
case as the guardians of the constitulony 
when, in the name of God would they do 
it? You have seen (said he) the emperor 
of France go on step by step until he has €- 
rected the most perfect iron military despot 
ism onearth.

PRESENT, 

The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Counci}. 

Whereas certain Orders, establishing an unpre. 
cedented system of waitaie against this kingdom 
‘and aimed especially at the destruction of its com. 
merce and res urce:, were some time-since, issued 
by the government of Frauce, by which « the Brit. 
ish islands were declared to be in a siare of Block. 
ade,” thereby subjecting to capure and condempa- 
tion all vessels, with their caigoes, which should 
continue to trade with his Majesty's dominions. 

Armd whereas by the same Order,-« al] trading in 
English merchandize is.prohibited, and every arii- 
cle of merchandize belouging to England, or com. 
ing from her colonies, or of her masufactwe de. 
clared lawful prizes.” 

And whereas the nations in alliance with France, 
and under her controul, were required to give, and 
have given, and do give, effect to such orders. 

And whereas his majes y's Order of the 7:h of 
Jan. las: has noi answered the desired Purpose, ei- 
ther of compelling the enemy to recall those Or- 
ders, or of inducing Neutral nations to interpose, 
with effect to obtain their revocation; but on the 
con'rary, the same have been recently enforced 
0 KG incecased rigour. 
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And whereas his majesty, under there circum- 


‘spances,. finds himself compelled to take farther 


Measures for asserting and vindicating nis just 
Tights, and fcr supporting that maritime power 
which the exertions and valour of his pecple have, 
uader the blessing of Providence, enabled him to 
establish and maintain ; and the maintenance of 
which is not more essential to the safety and pres- 
perity of his,majesty’s dominions, than st is to the 
protection of such states as still retain their indeper.- 
dence, and to the general intercourse and happiness 
of mankind. 

His majesty is therefore pleased, by and with the 
advice of his Privy Council, that all the ports and 
places of France and her allies, or of any other 
country at war with his majesty and al! other ports 
or places in Europe, from which, though not at war 
with his majesty, the British flag is excluded, and 
all other ports or places in the colonies belonging to 
his majestv’s enemies, shail from henceforth, be 
subject to the same restrictions in point of trade 
and‘ navigation with the exceptions hereinafter 
mentioned, as 1f the same were actually blockaded 
by his majesty's naval forces, in the most strict and 
rigorous inanner ;—And it is turther ordered and 
directed that all trade in articles which are of. the 

roduce or manufacture of the said countries or col- 
Onies shall be deemed and considered to be ur lawful ; 
and thatevery vessel trading trom or to the sajd 
countries or colofies, together with all goods and 
merchandize on board and all articles of the produce 
or manufacture of the said countries or colonies, 
sha!l be captured and condemned as prize to the 
captors, 

But although his majesty would be fully justified, 
by the circumstances and considerations above reci- 
ted in establishing such sys-em ef restrictions with 
respect to all the countries and colonies of his ene- 
mies, without exception or qualification; yet his 
majesty, being nevertheless desirous not to subject 
neutrals to any greater inconvenience than is abso- 
lutely inseparable from the carrying into effect his 
nvejesty’s just de‘ermination to counteract tie de- 
signs of his enemies, and to retort upon his enemies 
themselves the consequences of their own vicleace 
and injusticé; and being yet will'ng to hope that it 
_fiay_keposs:bie (consistently with that object) still 
to allow to neutrals the opportunity of furnishing 
themselves with colonial produce for their own con- 
sumption and supply ; and even to leave open, for 
the present, such irade with his majesty’s enemies 
as shall be carried on directly with the ports of his 
majesty’s dominions, or of his allies, in the man- 
ner hereinafter mentioned. 

His majesty is therefore pleased further to order, 
and itis hereby ordered, that nothing herein con- 
tained shail extend to subject to capture or condem- 
nation any vessel, or the cargo of any v.ssel belong- 
ing to any country not declared by this order co be 
subjected to the restrictions incident to a s‘ate of 
blockade, which shall have cleared out with seach
